; When tke Joint aesaioa convened 
Tlinnday afternoon the minMn etatad 
that they had counter proposals to 
make to tlio onerators, namely, that 
the miners would waive all concessions 
made tiiem regarding free oil to day 
men and free powder if the operators 
wotUd rescind their deniand for a re- 
duction of three cents from laat year's 
scale in the First district. This the 
operators refustd, and after consider- 
able (lis< nsslon, in which National 
President John Mitchell defended the 
minen' position, adjournment was ta- 
ken imtll evening. 

On reconvening Thnnday night the 
miners stated they were willing to 
withdraw their demand for last year a 
scale In the Northern distri. t, and the 
Joint soaJe committee will meet again 
to reconsider minor matters. Thus, all 
danger of a strike has been averted by 
all reason of conservative action by 
the miners' organization. National 
President Mitchell and Herman C. 
Perry, the new pre.-i.i' m <>r the stat.> 
miners' organlzaUon, were in confer- 
ence with the operaton for some time

No Agreement Reached With the Oper> 
aten Regarding Wage Scale. 

Louisville, Ky., April 1.— After hav- 
ing been in conference several days, 
the Kentucky coal miners and oix-ra- 
tors adjourned Tbunday without hav- 
ing reached an a gree ment conoeming 
the wage scale. The disagreement, 
however, was not final despite the fhct 
that the present scale expired Thurs- 
day. It was decided to defer definite 
action until Wednesday, April 6, the 
present scale to continue In effect until 
that time. President John Mitchell 
has been asked to come to Louisville 
and aid in a last effort to secure an 
amicable settlement. Peeret.-iry .1. D. 
Wood, of the Miners' union, said Thurs- 
day afternoon: "After this we will 
demand and get the Indianapolis rate 
or we win strike." The ulUmate re- 
sult of the conference will affect 4,000 
minerB.

Boston, April 1.— The protected 
cruiser Denver wss given a second 

government speed trial test over the 
Cape Ann course Thursday and again 
faiU-d to reach her contract require- 
ments of 17 knots an hour, her average 
speed being 16.70 knots. Tidal correc- 
tion may add slightly to the speed tar 
ken on the ship, but will not be suffi- 
cient to reach the eontraet require- 
ments. 

According to her contract the Den- 
ver was required to make 17 knots an 
hour In order to receive the contract 
price of $1,080,000. However, it was 
stipulated that the cruiser was to be 
accepted If she made a speed of 16.50 
knots, but the price to be paid, should 
the ship not make the recjuired 1" 
knots would be $1,030,000, consequent- 
ly she will probably be aedepted, at 
least at the lesser price.

He Broke Hit Leg and Later Died Of 

Blood Poisoning. 

East St Louis, ni.. April 1.— After 
contesting bis wlfO^ will, which cut 

him off with 150 and left $60,000 to 
European relatives, and winning the 
suit two weeks ago for $25,(K)0, John 
Thornberg rejoiced to such an extent 
that he broke his leg and Thursday 
died of blood poisoning. There being 
no children, the $60,000 eetate will go 
to relatives here and in Europe.

Britieh Casualtlea Are About a Oosen 

—At One Time the Situation Was 
Critical, and Revolvers and 
Bayonets Were Used. 

Tuna, British India, April 1.— News 
has been received of severe fighting, 
the Tibetans having attacked the Brit- 
ish mission under Col. Younghusband. 
Th<>r<' were two engagements and the 
Tibetans were repulsed with heavy 

losa. The BxlUsk captured the Tibetan 
camp at Ouru. 

At 8 o'clock Thursday morning a 
flying column starte<l to reconnolter 
the Tibetan camp at Gum. whereujion 
a general from Lhassa with a quaint 
retinue came to interview Col. Young- 
husband. The general asked the colo- 
nel to retire with his mission to Ya- 
tunc; for the purpose of carrying on 
negotiations, threatening an attack if 
the mission proceeded. Col. YounK'- 
husband replied that negotiations had 
been proceeding trultleesly for 15 years 
and that retirement was now Impos- 
sible. 

The Tibetan general withdrew and 
Col. Younghusband ordered hi.s troop.s 
to endeavor to disiierse the Tibetan.-;, 
blocking the road without firing upon 
them. 

Fof*a time the tactics of the British 
were successful, but after a while tne 
attitude of the Tibetan leaders ( on- 
vinced Col. Macdonald of tlie nec es- 
sity of disarming them. 

The Tibetans numbered about 1,500, 
and their resistance of the effort to 
disarm them led to a smart engage- 
ment. The situation for a few mo- 
ments was critical. Col. Macdonald and 
Col. Younghusband being only a few 
yards from the advancing Tibetans. 
Revolvers and bayonets were used and 
then a rifle fire was resorted to, at 
which the Tibe'ans fled but not before 
several casualties resulted in the brlt- 
Ish ranks. 

The Tibetans lost heavily owing to 
the inferiority of their weapons, which 
were matchlock rlfiee, but they dis- 
played the greatest courage, many of 
them coming on after they had been 
seriously wounded. After tlu- action 
there were heaps of dead, a long trail 
of dead and wounded extended to the 
rear. 

After a short halt the advance con- 
tinued. Nearlng the Tibetan camp at 
Guru, a second action took place In 
which the artfllery played the largest 
part. Finally the Tibetans retreatwl 
over the hills with the exception ot 
about «0. who obstinately held the vil- 
hme. which was finally taken by a 
mounted bayonet charge. 

Among the Tiljetans killed were the 
Lhassa general, the military command- 
ant of Phari and Lata, and the repre- 
sentative of the golden monastery, to 
whose Influence and vl(^ent boetllity 
the existing difficulties were largely 
duf. 

The Tibetan lopsi-s are believed to 
be over 400, while the British casual- 
ties are about a dozen. 

The British force returned to Tuna 
Thursday evening and stated that ri- 
fles I'earing the Russian Imperial 
stamp and Russian ammunition were 
found on t he wounded Tibet an officers.
